day. The extra milk obtained 
from the third milking more than pays 
for the feed consumed and work involv- 
ed, according, to Mr. Gardner, who 
claims that a cow gives ten pounds 
more milk if milked three times a day 
during the first two or three months 
after freshening. 

Relieving that some dairymen would 
be interested in his system of feeding, 
Mr. Gardner has given us the. balanced 
ration that his cows are fed, from 
which thev. average. 50 pounds of milk 
per cow during the last two months. 

The ration, consists of 50 pounds of 
silage, 15 pounds of alfalfa and 12 
pounds of ground feed. The ground 
feed is a mixture of 400 pounds of 
ground corn and barley, 125 pounds of 
Ajax Flakes, 100 pounds of glutten, 100 
pounds of. bran and 100 pounds of. oil. 
meal. The above ration of 77 pounds is 
the average daily ration of each cow, 
though he varies the amount given to 
each cow according to her size and age, 

The ration is for a cow that is fed and 
milked three times a day and would 
prove a too heavy feed for cows milked 
only twice a day.

decessor Elvin Griffin have complied 
with the suggestion of Auditor Sims 
and have turned into the county treas- 
ury $1151.55 in excess fees. 
/Several weeks ago the Waukegan 
Gazette announced that Auditor Sims 
had' found a discrepancy In certain 
offices. Mr. Sims did not say that this 
money had been misappropriated. He 
said that the funds had been taken 
through a misunderstanding of the new 
law, 'that denies county officers the 
right to accept fees for certain work. 
It developed that Sheriff Green had 
accepted fees for taking patients to the 
State hospital for the Insane. He ac- 
cepted 25 cents per. mile for taking 
patients, where he should have taken 
but ten cents per mile. He made tho 
Barae mistake in fees for taking priscx 
nera to the state penitentiary at Joliet 
He also accepted 50 cents as turnkeys 
fees, for every prisoner thrown Into 
the county jaiL These feesjwere in 
excesB of those allowed by law.— Wau- 
kegan Gaze ttee.

protect ourselves against their co-oper- 
ation trust in taking undue advantage 
of the farmer who is individually help- 
lass and how else can we get protection 
only through association, which is legit- 
imate. 

Jn the testimony of a great many 
beet growers from different states, the* 
price received for beets ranges from 
fifty-five to six dollars and they claim 
that they cannot grow beets for less to 
make any money. Figures show the 
cost«of production per acre from forty- 
three to forty-five dollars per acre with 
out cost of fertilizing and they- yield 
eleven to thirteen tons per acre. The 
association also has reports from Wash- 
ington that 'beet growers ought to re- 
ceive eight dollars or better for beets, 
tariff or no tariff, f 

Again, the circular says! "Your ex- 
ecutive committee, has made a careful 
study and investigated conditions, and 
as our interests are identically the same 
we believe you have the utmost con- 
fidence in our advice, and as a matter 
of fact the beet companies are out 
rioting everything in their power to 
again entice us into their trap with 
their promises or threats thatthey will 
close their factories or cancel their 
shipment of seed, which is on the way 
if the growers do not sign their (they 
call them contracts), which-are danger- 
ous things to sign, 

"We have nothing to worry about 
let the beet companies worry; our 
farms are worth just as much without 
the beet factory, but what is the beet 
factory worth/ without our farms? Let 
each one of us make ourselves a com- 
mittee of one to see and 'talk it" over 
with our neighbor and there might be 
some one who does not belong to our 
association, and has . signed to grow 
beets, or is inclined to do. so, make him 
feel ashamed *>f himself for being so 
foolish, for we certainlv have tho 
chance right now, if we will oniy avail 
ourselveB of the opportunity and step 
right out in the front rank and say we 
going to protect ourselves and stand 
for a square deal.

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Declares Banking Concern la Dominat- 
ing Influence of the Financial and- 
Credlt World In the U. 8.— Body 
Differs on. Finding. 

Washington, March 3.— Members of 
tho commltteo which conducted tho 
money trust* Investigation presented 
threo divergent roports to tho house 
lato on Friday. 

Tho majority report, signed by 
Chairman PuJo and tho six other 
Democrat le members of tho commit* 
too. found that a money trust exists, 
according to their understanding of 
the term. 

This report names* as "the most 
active agonts In bringing about the 
concentration of money . and credit," 
J. P. Morgan & Co., First National 
and National City banks and Kuhn, 
Loeb & - Co. of Now York. Leo Hlg- 
glnson and Klddor, Peabbdy & Co. of 
Boston. 

. Two bills accompanied the report, 
one forbidding the uso of tho malls 
to stock exchanges which fall to ob- 
servo prescribed stringent regulations 
ns to the conduct of their business 
and the other prescribing rigid, rules 
for the conduct of national banks, 
their officers and clearing house as- 
sociations, as to which they belong. 
This report is substantially In accord 
with tho conclusions presented to the 
commltteo* by Samuel Untermyer, 
counsel. 

The first minority report, signed 
by Representatives Hayes of Califor- 
nia, Heald of Delaware and Guernsey 
of Maine., Republicans, set forth that 
the Investigation ''has not disclosed 
the oxlstenco of any so-called money 
trust," but added. *!t has. howovor. 
disclosed a dangerous concentration 
of credit In New York city and to 
some extent in Boston and Chicago." 

"While agreeing substantially with 
the majority," said the report, "on 
many of the abuses to be corrected 
In the financial system, the stock ex- 
changes and tho clearing house asso- 
ciations, the undersigned have doubts 
ns to tho wisdom of some of the reme- 
dies proposed by the majority." 

This report further act forth the 
belief that before definitely recom- 
mending any remedial legislation 
testimony should bo taken covering 
more fully the effect of the various 
changes In the laws that have been 
suggested. 

"It is manifestly Impossible," the 
report concludes, "that any of the 
proposed legislation can be consid- 
ered by this congress, and It seems 
to us wise to leave the matter of 
recommending complete remedial leg- 
islation to those who will bo charged 
with the responsibility of formulating 
and reporting such legislation to con- 
gress." 

' An individual minority report, filed 
by Representative McMorran of Mich- 
igan, Republican, was a flat, detailed 
disagreement with the recommenda- 
tions and findings of the majority. 

The majority report, after declar- 
ing tho existence of a money trust. 
Bald that "the Increased concentration 
of control of money and. credit had 
been effected principally as follows: 

"1. Through consolidations of/ com- 
Ipetltlve or .- potentially competitive 
{banks and trust companies, which con- 
solidations In turn have recently been, 
brought under sympathetic manage- 
.ment 

"2. Through the same powerful In- 
terests becoming large stockholders in 
[potentially competitive banks and 
(trust companies. This Is the simplest 
(way of acquiring control, but since It 
{requires the largest investment of 
•capital it Is the least used, although 
'the recent investments in that direc- 
tion for that apparent purpose amount 
to tens of millions of dollars In pres- 
ent market values. 

'•g. Through the confederation of 
.potentially, competitive hanks and 
trust companies by means of the sys- 
tem of Interlocking directorates. 

"4. Through the Influence which the 
more powerful hanking houses, banks 
•and trust companies have secured In 
I the management of insurance i com pa- 
'nles, r-iUroads, producing and trading 
•corporations atad public utility corpor- 
•ations, by means of stockholdings, vot- 
! lng. trusts, .fiscal agency contracts or 
{representation upon their .boardB,' of 
'directors, or through" supplying the 
i money requirements of railway. Indus, 
trial and public utilities corporations 
and thereby being able to participate 
.In their financial and business poli- 
cies."

It's the easiest thing In the world. 
to inatruot another how to do things. 
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Washington, March 4.— Following is 
the Inaugural address delivered by 
Vice-President Marshall: * 

Senators: Tho proprieties of this oc- 
casion probably requiro a fow words 
from ono who 1b grateful to tho Amer- 
ican people for tho honor heretofore 
dono him and this day consummated. 

No senator has, I trust, a keener 
appreciation of the necessities In the 
way of tact and courtesy now devolv- 
ing upon mo tban I myself. I offer no 
surety as to my discharge of duties 
other than a personal pledge that I 
will seek to familiarizo myself with 
them and will endeavor always to.ex- 
erc'Iso that complaisance and forebear- 
ance which are essential, to him who 
ably presides over great debates upon 
great public questions by great^mon. 

Divergent views relatlvo to this 
body would be less divergent if the 
American people would come to real- 
ize that on all sides of real questions 
much may truthfully bo said. Such an 
attitude of tho public mind would 
olimlnate the view that this body is 
distinctively deliberative and not 
thoroughly patriotic. 

No Substitute for the Senate. 

Charges of ba,d faith based upon an 
attitude of mind or upon' conduct 
should never be made until it is clear- 
ly established that tho resultant ac- 
tion is tho outcome of personal inter- 
est or Improper and dishonorable bus- 
iness or social relations. 

Your action has not always met 
with universal approval, but' up to 
this good hour no workable substitute 
for tho exercise of the functions of 
this body has been proposed. • It la 
not needful for me here and now to 
accept -a brief In .your defense. This 
body will continuo to stand riot bo- 
cauao of itB presiding officer, but be- 
cause of the patriotism and Intelli- 
gence of Its constituent members and 
their devotion to our system of gov- 
ernment. 

Guards the People's Honor. 

"With neither right nor desire to In- 
fringe upon the prerogatives of the 
president soon to bo, I beg tho ex- 
pression of the opinion that what 
ever diverse views may be held- rela- 
tive to tho work of this body all per- 
sons are agreed that under tho Con- 
stitution tho senate of the United 
States Is singularly the guardian ol 
tho people's honor; that more and 
more, as righteousness is. exalted 
among this people, the Idea la becom- 
ing more llrmly fixed that it Is not 
vast territory, great wealth nor large 
learning which mark the real status 
of America; that America is to be 
measured by the golden mote wand 
of honor; and, as the Idea in her for- 
mation was tho inherent right of men 
to rule themselves, that now she can 
111 afford to announco this doctrine 
In her own land and renounce it for 
an instrument of oppression in other 
lands. 

Unfortunately there la no .fixed 
standard of honor outside the dic- 
tionary. The gambler may hold it to 
consist in paying his gaming debts; 
the member of the smart set, in di- 
vorcing his neighbor's wife before 
taking her unto himself; the senator, 
in eliminating personalities. 

Must Observe Treaties. 

But when we .enter the chancelleries 
of the world and submit to their 
Judgments not only our right to be 
but our right to be respected^ wo can 
hope to be measured In. but one way; 
and wo must be able to show that tho 
solemn treaty obligations of this re- 
public will bo kept with the same 
scrupulous honesty, both of spirit arid 
letter, whether made with the hum- 
blest people of this continent strug- 
gling for Belf-government or with the 
mightiest monarch of. the old world. 

This high sense of honor constitutes 
tho panoply of. the American people. 
Armies and battleships furnish no sub- 
stitute for It. These are valuable, but 
the people never Intended that author- 
ity should use them as accessories to 
a burglar's kit. 

Duty to Rectify Wrong. 

If any ono In tho . .name . of the 
American people, either in violation 
of treaty obligations or tho manifest 
purpose of tho Monroo doctrine, has 
taken aught while this body was de- 
liberating, it Is your duty to ascortatn 
all tho facts thereto. And if wrong or 
injustice haB been done, even to the 
humblest republic, let '.this' people bo 
bravo enough and sufficiently honest 
to make reparation. The real great- 
ness, of, this republic reata upon its un- 
sullied honor, and it is the duty of this 
body to' search down rumors of bad 
faith. and jdishoneBty and to rectify 
wrong wherever wrong Is discovered. 

Here in this most sacred spot where 
war has been made and peace de- 
clared, here In. the presence of*. the 
distinguished representatives of tho 
governments of the" civilized world, 
here within. the hearing of the beauty, 
culture and ripened statecraft of his 
own land, may one humblo American 
express the hope before ' ha" enters 
upon a four years', silence that allour 
diplomacy may spell poace with aU 
peopleB, Justice for all governments 
and righteousness tho world around.

N.lj., March 5.— Tho so- 
callod thread ft rust was attacked by 
the rede'rai government In a civil anti- 
trust suit filed here Monday seeking 
the dissolution of tho alleged attempt- 
ed monopoly by tho "Coates Interests'* 
of Great Britain of the thread trade of 
tho United States, including that of 
tho American Thread company, itself 
a consolidation of 14 American com- 
panies. 

Evidence will be Introduced show- 
ing that these British Interests make 
an excessive profit on every spool o( 
thread used by American housewives, 
seamstresses and "sweatshop" gar- 
ment workers. 

Under the domination of J. & P. 
Coates (Ltd.) of Great Britain. It la 
alleged the Interstate and foreign 
thread trade in this country has been 
restrained by combinations' and un- 
fair compctitivo methods. 

Tho petition, signed by Attorney 
General Wlckersham and James A. 
Fowler, assistant to the attorney gen- 
oral, was filed by United States Attor- 
ney Vreeland. 

New York. March 5. — Dissolution of 
tbe'so-called "coal-tar trust" is asked 
by the ryivernment.

Six- 
teen of the negro troopers of tho 
Ninth rushed to tho place of tho fir- 
ing and a spirited skirmish ensued. 

The American soldiers were hold- 
ing their position at the international 
line when reinforced by two troops of 
the Njnth. The Mexicans were routed, 
leaving four killed on the field, and 
others straggling through tho brush, 
nursing their wounds. It is said that 
the American troops became so ex- 
cited that they overstepped the 
boundary and pursued the Mexicans 
for some distance.

Commissioner Conant Says Company 

Has Monopolistic and Unfair 

Competitive Methods. 



Washington, March 4.— Luther Con- 
ant, Jr., commissioner of, corporations, 
Monday submitted to the president his 
report on the International Harvester 
company, a long and exhaustive docu- 
ment which concludes with the state- 
ment that the company's position in 
the industry is chiefly due to a monop- 
olistic combination in the harvester 
machine business, certain unfair com 
petitlve methods and superior com- 
mand of capital. 

The report shows that the five con- 
cerns that consolidated in 1902 had 
been In keen competition, but that this 
competition had not been destructive 
as at least four of them have been mak- 
ing good profits. * The now company, 
says Mr. Conant, was able to maintain 
its monopolistic position and extend 
on a largo scale into new lines of 
the farm machinery Industry, in part 
by the acquisition of some of its chief

Later Mrs. Mills boarded an elevated 
train and got off In Edgewater,, when 
she discovered that she had left her 
smaller purse, containing $1,95.0, be- 
hind. She returned to Evanston. 

At about 10:30 she was found In 
a dazed condition on the front porch 
of the home of Mrs, A. J. Cooper, 806 
Mllburn avenue. Her handbag was 
found on Central Btreet between Ridge 
and Sherman avenues. It was open, 
and a short distance away from It lay 
the envelope in which Mrs. Mills had 
placed the bulk of her money.

French Jurors Find Eighteen Outlaws 

Guilty of 22 Murders-^-Carouy 

Takes His Own Life. " 

Paris, March 1.— Death on' the guil- 
lotine was the sentence pronounced 
Thursday on four of the automobile 
bandits who for months terrorized 
Paris -and Its suburbs. Condemnation 
to long terms of imprisonment is the 
fate of thirteen others. One' commit- 
ted suicide in his cell after he had 
been sentenced to life imprisonment, 
taking polBon which Is supposed to 
have been passed to him! as he was 
leaving the courtroom. 

This clean-up of desperadoes after a 
trial lasting 21 days causes Paris to 
breathe euBler.

Spring Clipping of Horses. 

The modern practice among tho beat 
posted and most progressive horso ownera 
and farmers la to clip all hones in t ho 
spring. It In donb on tho theory that In 
their natural stato horses were not obliged 
to work, so could shod tho winter cont in 
comfort over a period of soveral weeks. 
Since wo oblige them to do hard work on 
warm spring days, the winter coat should 
bo removed for the same ronton that wo 
lay off our heavy winter garments. Clipped 
horses dry off rapidly, hence they do not 
tnko cold as enflily nor arc they ns prone 
to be affected with other ailments ns un- 
dipped animals whoiio longer hair* holds 
tho perspiration for hours. Because clipped 
horses dry off rapidly thoy rest better, get 
more good from their- food and come out 
in tho morning refreshed and fit for work. 

Since tho advent of tho ball bearing en- 
closed gear clipping machine, tho work of 
taking off tho winter coat is easy. With 
tho machine n horse can bo clipped all over 
in half an hour, whereas with tho old two- 
hand clipper it required several hours to 
do it. 

Dairymen also now clip the cows all 
over two or thrco times a year, The flanks 
and udders nre clipped every three or four 
weeks, so it is easy to clean the parts be- 
fore milking. This means less opportunity 
for dirt and other impurities to get into 
tho milk.

In tho 
samo row, but to their left, were tho 
vlce-presldonUilect and two former 
vice-presidents of tho United States, 
Lovl P. Morton of Now York and Ad- 
lal A. Stevenson of Illinois. 

When tho distinguished company en- 
tered the chambor tho senate was 
still under lta old organization. Tho 
oath of ofllco was Immediately admin- 
istered to Vico-PresIdent-olect Mar- 
shall, who thereupon becamo Vice- 
President Marshall. Tho prayer of the 
day was glvon by tho. chaplain of tho 
senate, Rev. Ulysses 6. D. Pierce, .pas- 
tor of All Souls' Unitarian chtfrch, of 
which President Taft has boon a mom- 
bor.

Immediately after tho senato cere- 
monies a procession was formed to 
march to tho platform of tho east por- 
tico of tho capltol, whero. Woodrow 
Wilson was to tako the oath. Tho pro- 
cession included the president and the 
president-elect, members of the Su- 
premo court, both houses of congress, 
all of tho foreign ambassadors, all of 
tho heads of tho executive depart- 
ments, many governors of states and 
territories, Admiral Dewey of tho navy 
and several high officers of tho sea 
service, the chief, of staff of tho army 
and many distinguished persons from 
civil life. They were followed by tho 
members of tho press and by thoso 
persons who had succeeded in secur- 
ing seats in tho senato gallerKs to 
witness tho day'B proceedings. 

When President Taft and tho presi- 
dent-elect emerged from tho capltol 
on to the portico they saw In front 
of them, reaching far back into the 
park* to the east, an immenso con- 
course of citizens. In the narrow 11*** 
between the onlookers and tho plat 
form on which Mr. Wilson was to take 
Lino oath, wero drawn up tho cadets 
of iho two greatest government 
schools, West Point and Annapolis, 
and flanking them were bodies of reg- 
ulars and of national guardsmen. Tho 
whole sceno was charged with color 
and with life. 

On reaching tho platform tho presi- 
dent and president-elect took the 
seats reserved /or them, seats which 
were flanked by many rows of benches 
rising tier on tier for tho accommoda- 
tion of the friends and families of tho 
officers of the government and of the 
press. 

Mr. Wilson Takes the Oath. 
The instant that Mr. Taft and Mr. 
WIlBon'camo within sight of the crowd 
there was a great outburst of ap- 
plause, and tho military bands struck 
quickly into "Tho Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." Only a few bars of the music 
wero played and then soldiers and ci- 
vilians became silent to witness re- 
spectfully tho oath taking and to 
listen 'to the address which followed. 

Tho chief justice of the Supromo 
court delivered the oath to tho presi- 
dent-elect, who, uttering the words,

Washington,! March 4. — Woodrow 
Wilson, as . ex-prealdent of Princeton, 
lodo down Pennsylvania avenue to- 
day, and later rode up tho samo ave- 
nue as president of tho United States, 
and as tho highest officer of- govern- 
ment a few minutes thereafter re- 
viewed tho multitudes of soldiers and 
civilians which, with playing bands 
and flying flags, marched by to glvo 
him proper official and personal honor. 
For several nights Pennsylvania avo- 
nuo has boon a glory of 'light. Today 
it was a gloryjof color, movement and 
music, here aro 300,000 inhabitants 
of tho city of Washington. Its tem- 
porary population 1b nearer tho half 
million mark. ; Tho absentees from tho 
flanking lines bf the parade wero most- 
ly tho policemen, who woro given or- 
dors to protect tho temporarily vacat- 
ed residences of the capital. 

Woodrow Wilson asked that "Jbffer- 
Bonian simplicity" bo observed In all 
things which: had to do with his in- 
auguration. Tho command for Jeff or* 
sonian simplicity seems to bo suscep- 
tible to elastic construction. Thoro 
wbb nothing savoring of courts or roy- 
alty, but there wna evidence In plenty 
that tho American people love uni- 
forms and all kinds of display which 
can find a place Within tho limits of 
democratic definition. It was a good 
parade and a great occasion generally. 
Throngs Vociferous With Joy. 
Tho inhibition of the inaugural ball 
and of tho planned public reception at 
the capltol had no effect as a bar to 
the attendance at this ceremony of 
changing presidents. Masses were hero 
to aee, and other masses wero here. to 
march. Thoro was a greater demon- 
Btratlon while tho procesBlon was pass- 
ing than thero was four years ago. 
Victory had 'comb to a party which 



had known nothing like victory for a 

good many years. Tho Joy of posses-' bors of tho United 



with Qenoral Wood as tho grand 
marshal of tho whole affair and hav- 
ing a placo at Its head. Tho display, 
In the words Invariably used on like 
occasions, was "ImprcHslvo and bril- 
liant." 

Regulars In First Division, 
Tho regulars of tho country's two 
armed Borvlco naturally had tho right 
of way. MaJ. Gon. W. W. Wother- 
spoon, United States army, was In 
command or tho flrflt division, In 
which marched the soldlerB andsallors 
and marines from tho posts and tho 
navy yards within a 'day's -ride of 
Washington. Tho West Point cadets 
and the mldBhlpmon from tho naval 
academy at Annapolis, competent be- 
yond other corpB In manual and In 
evolution, tho future generals and ad- 
mirals of tho army, had placo in tho 
first division. 

All branches of tho army service 
were represented In the body of regu- 
lars—engineers, artillery, cavalry,, In- 
fantry and signal corps. The Bailors 
and marines from halt a dozen battle- 
ships rolled along smartly In the wake 
of their landsmen brethren. 

The National Guard division follow- 
ed tho division of "regulars.' It was 
commanded by Brlg.\ Gen. Alhert L. 
Mills, United States army, who woro 
tho medal of honor glvon him for con- 
spicuous personal gallantry at tho bat- 
tle of San Juan hill. " General Mills is 
tho chief of tho militia division of the 
United States war department. 

Tho entire National Guard of Now 
Jersey was In lino, and Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, Maryland, Virginia, 
Georgia, Maine nn.d North Carolina 
were represented by bodies of civilian 
soldiers. Cadets from many of tho 
private and state military schools of 
the country had a placo In tho militia 
division. . 

Veterans and Civilians. 
I Tho third division of the paradowas 
composed of Grand Army of the Re- 
public veterans, members of tho Union 
Veteran league and of tho Spanish 
war organizations.

Inaugural Address Delivered by 
the New President. 



SEES WORK OF RESTORATION 




Escorting the ' Preildent-Elect to White House at a Previous Inauguration. 



Task of Victorious Democracy Is to 

8quare Every Process of National 

Lifo With Standnrdo Set Up 

at the Beginning. 

Washington, March 4.— President 
Wllson'B inaugural address, remark- 
able for Its brevity, was listened to 
with tho greatest Interest by tho vaBt 
throng which was gathered in front 
of tho capltol's east portico, and at its 
close there was. heard nothing but 
praiBQ for, its oloquenco and high 
moral tone. Tho addreas in full was 

as follows: 

Thero has been a change of govern- 
ment. It began two years ago, when 
tho houso of representatives becamo 
Democratic by a decisive majority. 
It naa now been completed. Tho Bei> 
ate about to assemble will also bo 
Democratic. The offices of president 
and vice-president have been put into 
tho hands of Democrats. "What doeB 
tho change mean? That is the ques- 
tion that is uppermost in our mindB 
today. That Is the question I am go- 
ing to try to answer, in order, if 1 
may, to interpret tho occasion. 
Purpose of the Nation. 
It means much moro than the mere 
success of a party. The success of a 
party means little except when the 
nation 1b using that party for a large 
and definite purpose. No one can 
mistake tho purpose for which tho 
nation now seeks to use tho Demo- 
cratic party. It Beeks to use It to in- 
terpret a change In/ its own plans and 
point of view. Some old things with 
which wo had grown familiar, and 
which had begun to creep into the 
very habit of our thought and of our 
lives, have altered their aspect as we 
have latterly looked critically upon 
tfcem, with fresh, awakened eyes; 
have • dropped their disguises and 
shown themselves alien and sinister. 
Some new things, as wo look frankly 
upon them, willing to comprehend 
their real character, have come to as- 
sume the aspect of things long believ- 
ed In and familiar, stuff of our own 
convictions. We have been refreshed 
by a new insight into our own life. 

We see that in many things that 
life is very great. It Is incomparably 
great In Its material aspects, in its 
body of wealth,- in the diversity and 
sweep of Us energy, in tho industries 
which have been conceived and built 
up by the genius of Individual men 
and the limitless enterprise of groups 
of men. f It Is great, also, very great, 
In Its moral force. Nowhere else In 
the world have noble men and women 
exhibited in moro striking form the 
beauty and energy of sympathy and 
helpfulness and counsel In their .efforts 
to rectify wrong, alleviate suffering, 
and set the weak In the way of 
strength and hope. Wo have built up, 
moreover, a great system of govern- 
ment, which has stood through a long 
age aa in many respects a model for 
thoso who seek to set liberty upon 
foundations that will endure against 
fortuitous change, against storm and 
accident Our life contains every 
great thing, and cc-'alns it In rich 
abundance. 
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4Chlef Justice White. 

"I will," becamo president .of tho 
United States. Aa soon as this cere- 
mony was completed Woodrow Wilson 
delivered his inaugural address, his 
first speech to Bis fellow countrymen 
in the capacity of their chief execu- 
tive. 

At tho conclusion of tho speech tho 
bands played once more', and' William 
Howard Taft, now ex-presldent of the 
United States, entered a carriage. -with 
the new president and, reyei-slng the 
order of an hour before. Bat on the 
loft hand side of tho carriage, while 
•Mr. WilBon took "the seat of honor" 
on the right- The. crowds cheered as 
they droyo away to the White House, 
which Woodrow Wilson entered as tho 
occupant and which William 'H. Taft 
immediately left as ono whoso lease 
had expired. ' '■

abundantly noisy acclaim. 

President Taft and President-elect 
Wilson were escorted down the ave- 
nuo by the National Guard, troop of 
cavalry of Essex county, New Jersey. 
The carriage In which rode Vice-. 
President-elect Marshall and Presi- 
dent pro tempore Bacon of tho United 
StateB senate was- surrounded by ;tho 
members of the Black Horse troop of 
tho Culver Military academy of Indi- 
ana." This; is the first time in the his- 
tory of Inaugural ceremonies that a 
guard of honor has escorted a vice-, 
president to the scene of hiB.oath tak- 
ing. ' 

Parade a Mbnster Affair. 

Tho military and the civil parade, a 
huge affair which stretched , its 
length for miles along.'tho Washington 
streets, formed 'on tho avenues radlat 
lng from tho capltol. After President 
elect Wilson had become President 
Wilson v and Vlco-President-olect Mar- 
shall had become Vice-President 
Marshall, they went straightway from 
tho capltol to tho Whlto House and 
thence shortly to tho reviewing. stand 
in tho park at tho mansion's front 

Tho parade^ with MaJ. Gen. Leonard 
Wppd,-' United States army, as its 
grand marshal, started from tho capl- 
tol grounds to move along tho avenue 
to the Whlto House, where It, was to 
pass in review. Tho trumpeter sound- 
ed "forward. march" at tho InBtant tho 
signal' was flashed from the White 
house, that In fifteen minutes. the new- 
ly elected' president and commander; 
in-chief of the armies and navies of 
the : United States would bo rea.dy to 
review "bis troops." 
. it was thought that the parade might 
lack some of the picturesque features 
which particularly appealed^ to the 
people . on former occasions. Thero 
.were Indians and rough riders here 
not only when Rooseyelt was Inaugu- 
rated, but when he went out of offlco 
and was succeeded , by William H; 
Taft* Tho parable, however, in honor 
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pink* coats and their /high hatB ap- 
parently were - not thought to Jar 
"Jeffersonlan simplicity" from its 
seat Pink coats were worn on tho 
hunting field in Jefferson's day and in 
Jeff erson'B state. 

Thero were 1,000 Princeton students 
in the civic section of the parade. 
'Many of them wore orange • and black 
sweaters and they were somewhat 
noisy though perfectly proper. Stu- 
dents from seventeen other colleges 
and universities were among tho 
marchers. 

Spectators Cheer Constantly. 

All along Pennsylvania avenue, from 
the capltol to a point four block be- 
yond tho Whlto Houso, tho spectators 
wero massed In lines ton deep. Tho 
cheering was constant and Woodrow 
Wilson, cannot complain that tho cere- 
monleB attending his induction Into 
office woro not accompanied by ap- 
parently, hoartfolt acclaim of the peo- 
ple oVer whom he Is to rulo for at 
least four ^ years. 

Every window, in every building on 
Pennsylvania avenue which Is not oc-. 
cupled for office purposes was rented 
weeks ago for a good round Bum of 
money. . Every room overlooking the 
marching parade, was taken by as 
many spectators as cound find a vant- 
age point from which to peer through 
tho window panes. Tho roof s of tho 
buildings wero coverdd with persona 
willing to stand A f or hours in a March 
day to see tho wonders of the inaugu- 
ral parade, and many of them partic- 
ularly glad of nh opportunity to go 
home and \o say that after many years 
waiting thoy bad soon a Democratic 
president/ inaugurated. 

The parade , passed, the reviewing 
stand of President Wilson, who stood 
uncovered while the marchers saluted. 
When the 'last organisation had 
marched by dusk was coming down. 
The hundreds of .thousands of electric 
lamps ;wero lighted and .Washington 
at night became along its. main thor- 
oughfare as bright as ^YffBhln.gton at 
day.

good; and much fine fold has been 
corroded. With riches has come in- 
excusable waste. We have squan- 
dered a great part of what we might 
have used, and have not stopped to 
conserve' the exceeding bounty of na- 
ture, without which our genius for en- 
terprise would , have been worthless 
and impotent, scorning to be careful, 
shamefully prodigal as well as admir- 
ably efficient We have been proud of 
.our industrial achievements, but we 
have not hitherto stopped thought- 
fully enough to count the human cost, 
the coBt of Uvea Bnuffed out, of ener- 
gies overtaxed ' and broken, the feaiv 
ful physical and spiritual cost to the 
men and* women and children upon 
whom the dead weight and burden of 
It all has fallen pitilessly the years 
through. The groans and agony of it 
all had not yet reached our ears, the 
solemn, moving undertone of our life, 
coming .up out of the mines and fac- 
tories and out of every home where 
. the struggle had Its Intimate and . fa- 
miliar Beat. With the great govern- 
ment wont many deep; secret things 
which we too long delayed to look 
into and scrutinize wltn candid, fear- 
less oyes. The great government we 
loved has too often been made use of 
for private rand Bel fish purposes, and 
thoso who used it had forgotten the 
people. 

At last a vision has been, vouch- 
safed us of our life as a, whole. We 
see the bad with the good, the de- 
based and decadent with the sound 
and! vital. With this vision we ap- 
proach new affairs. Our duty 1b to 
cleanse, to reconsider, to restore, to 
correct the evil without Impairing the 
goofa, to purify and. humanize every 
process of our common life without 
weakening or sentimentalizing . it 
There has been something crude and 
heairtlesB and unfeeling In our haste to 
succeed and be great Our thought has 
beet 'Let every man look out for him- 
self, let every generation look out for 
itf elf/ while we reared giant machln- 
evy which made it impossible that any 
bit those who stood at the levers of 
trol should have a chance to look 



out for themselves. Wo had not for- 
gotten our morals. Wo remembered 
well enough that wo hod set up ft 
policy which was meant to serve the, 
humblest as well as tho most power- 
ful, with an eye single to. tho stand- 
ards of Justico aud fair play, and re- 
membered It with pride. Hut wo wero 
very heedlesB and in a hurry to bq 
great 

Things" to Be Altered. 
Wo have come now to tho Bobe* 
second thought. . Tho scales of hoed- 
leaHucBB have fallen from our eyes. 
We have made up our minds to squaro 
every process of our national lifo 
again with the standards wo so proud- 
ly set up at tho beginning and havo 
always carried at our hearts. Our 
work is a work of restoration. 

We have itemized with some degree, 
of particularity tho things that ought 
to bo altered and. hero are some. of 
the chief items*. A tariff which cuts' 
us off from bur proper part in tho 
commerco of the world, violates tho 
Just principles of taxation, and makes 
the government a facile instrument in 
the hands of private Interests; a bank- 
ing and currency system based upon 
the necessity of tho government to 
sell its bonds fifty yearB ago and per- 4 
fectly adapted to concentrating cash 
and restricting credits; an Industrial 
system which, take it on all Its Bides, 
financial as well as administrative, 
holds capital in leading strings, re- 
stricts the liberties and limits the op- 
portunities of labor, and exploits with- 
out renewing or conserving the' nat- 
ural resources of the country; a body* 
of agricultural .activities never yet 
given the efficiency of great business 
undertakings or served as it should bo 
through tho instrumentality.' of science 
taken directly to the farm, or afforded 
tho facilities of credit best suited to 
its practical needs; water courses un~ 
developed, waBte places unreclaimed, f 
forests untended, fast disappearing 
without plan or prospect of renewal, 
unregarded waste heaps at every mine. 
We have studied as perhaps no other 
nation has the moBt effective means 
of production, but we have not studied 
cost or economy as wo should either 
as organizers of Industry, as states- 
men, or as individuals.. 

Government for Humanity. 
Nor have we Btudled and perfected 
tho means by which government may 
be put at tho service of humanity, in 
safeguarding the health of the nation, 
the health of its men and Its women 
and Its children, as well as their rights 
in tho struggle for existence. This is 
no sentimental duty. The firm basis 
of government* Is Justice, not pity. 
These are matters of Justice. There 
can be no equality or opportunity, the 
first essential of Justice In the body 
politic, if men and women and chil- 
dren be not shielded in their lives, 
their very vitality, from the conse- 
quences of great industrial and social 
processes which they cannot alterr*-*^ 
control, or singly cope with. Society 
must see to it that it does not itselt 
crush or weaken or damage its owm 
constituent ports. The first duty oC 
law is to keep sound the society It 
serves. Sanitary laws, pure food laws, 
and laws determining conditions of 
labor which individuals are powerless 
to determine for themselves ar3 inti- . 
mate parts of the very business of Jus- 
tice and legal efficiency. 

These are some of the things wo 
ought to do, and not leave the otherk 
undone, the old-fashioned, never-to-be- 
neglected, fundamental safeguarding 
of property and of Individual right 
This is the high enterprise of the new 
day; to lift everything that concerns 
our life as a nation to the light that 
shines, from the bearthfire of every 
man's conscience and vision of tho 
right It is inconceivable; that we 
should do this as partisans;. it is in- 
conceivable we % should do i£'lh ignor- 
ance of the facts as they are or in 
blind haste. We shall restore, not de- 
stroy. We shall deal with our econ- 
omic system as it is and as it may 
be modified, not as it might bo if wet 
had a clean Bheet of paper'. to5> -write 
upon; and step by Btep we shall mako 
it what it should be, in tbe spirit of 
those who question their own wlBdom 
and seek counsel and knowledge, not 
shallow telf-satlsfactlon or tho excite- 
ment of excursions whither they can- 
not tell. Justice, and only justice, * 
shall always be our motto. 

Nation Deeply Stirred. 
And* yet it will bo no cool process 
of mere science. The nation has been 
deeply stirred, stirred by a 'solemn 
passion, stirred by the knowledge of 
wrong, of ideals loBt, of government 
too often debauched and made an,. in- 
strument of evil. The feelings with-, 
which we face this new age of right 
and opportunity Bweep acroBS our 
heartstrings like some air. out of 
God's own presence, where Justice and 
mercy are reconclle4 and the Judge 
and tho brother, aro. one.. We know 
our task to bo no mere task of politics 
but a task which 'shall search us 
through and through, whether wo be> 
able to understand our time and the 
need of our people, whether we be in* 
deed their spokesmen . and Interpre- 
ters, whether we havo the. pure heart 
to comprehend and the rectified will 
to choose our high course of action. 

ThiB is not a day of triumph; it isi . 
a day of dedication. Here muster, not 
the forces of party, but the. forces ofl 
humanity. Men'a hearts wait upon us;, 
men's; lives bang in the balanced men's 
hopes call upon"UB to say what we' 
will do. Who shall live up to the 
great trust? Who dares fair to try?), 
I summon all honest men, all patriotic^ 
all ' forward-lboking men, to my Bide. 
.God. helping me, I will not fail them/ 
if they will but counsel and Bustaln( 
me!
